SORROW OVER T H E DEATH O F 
JE F FE R S O N DAVIS. 


EMIN PA SH A MAY RECOVER,

H eld and R esolutions o f Condolence 
A d o p ted —The F uneral. 


Ngw O rle a n s , La., Dec. 7.—The body 
of Jefferson Davis was laid out in Judge 
Fenner's parlor dressed in Confederate 
gray. 
The doors were locked and the re­ 
mains left alone with the widow. 
A few 
other people were admitted occasionally, 
among them the ex-President’s old negro 
body servant, who came all the way from 
Florida. 
The city is elaborately draped in 
mourning aud the city hall has been pre­ 
pared for the reception of the body. 
The 
Governors of the Southern States will be 
the pal 1-bearers. 
Bishop J. N. Gallagher 
of the Protestant' Episcopal church will 
conduct the religious services, and the 
body will be laid in the tomb of the Army 
of Northern Virginia, which Davis helped 
to dedicate. 
Nearly all the military com­ 
panies in the South are coming here, and 
a tremendous multitude is expected for 
Wednesday. 
Gen. J. B. Gordon, presi­ 
dent of the Confederate Veterans, has 
started a movement to raise a fund for 
Mrs. Davis and Miss Winnie. 
The affairs of Mr. Davis are in the hands 
of Mr. Edwin H. Farrar, husband of a 
niece of the deceased, and Judge Fennes. 
Mayor Shakespeare has issued a pro­ 
clamation in which he said: 
‘‘It is with the deepest regret that I an­ 
nounce to the neople of the city of New 
Orleans the departure from this life of 
Jefferson 
Davis. 
He needs no eulogy 
from me. 
His life is history, and his 
memory is enshrined in the heart of every 
man, woman and child in this broad South. 
We all loved him, and we all owe him 
honor and reverence.” 
Messages have been received from A t­ 
lanta, Biloxi, Memphis, Louisville and 
many other points, all expressive of re­ 
spect for the dead and of smpathy for 
Mrs. Davis in her affliction. 
M uch Sorrow F elt. 
N ew Orleans, La., Dec. 7.—When the 
news of Jefferson Davis’ 
death spread 
throughout the city and State, the utmost 
sorrow was expressed. 
The death was 
announced by telephone to the central sta­ 
tion, and in a few moments the bells of 
the city tolled the news to the citizens. 
The whole city soon seemed awake, and at 
3 o’clock the hotels and pub! ic places were 
filled with persons discussing the event. 
Hundreds of telegrams of codolence were 
sent to Mrs. Davis and crowds visited the 
honse of death and requested permission 
to sea the remains. 
The face of Mr. 
Davis after death, 
though somewhat emaciated, gave no in­ 
dication of suffering and more nearly 
resembled that of a peaceful sleeper than 
that of the dead. 
It is probable that Mr. 
Davis’ remains will be in state here at the 
city hall previous to their removal to 
Mississippi for interment. 
His funeral 
will undoubtedly be the most imposin{ 
ever seen in the South and will be attend 
by the most prominent southern statesmen 
and by thousands of ex-confederate sol­ 
diers. 
R esolutions o f R egret. 
Richmond, Va., Dec. 7.—Out of respect 
to the memory of Jefferson Davis the Leg­ 
islature adopted resolutions of regret. 
Lee camp did likewise and the city council 
meets for a similar purpose. 
Both the 
State and Union flags over the capitol 
were at half-mast. 
The Times newspaper 
office was draped in black. 
A movement 
is on foot to have Mr. Davis buried here. 
W a sh in g to n , Dec. 
7 .—The senators 
and representatives from Mississippi held 
a meeting and took appropriate action on 
the death of Jefferson Davis. 
Several 
eulogistic speeches were made and resolu­ 
tions deploying his death were adopted. 
They will attend the funeral in a body. , 
M ourning a t R aleig h , N. C. 
* R aleigh, N. C., Dec. 
7.—Upon the 
announcement of the death of Jefferson 
Davis all public and state offices were 
dosed, bells tolled and flags lowered at 
h ^ f mast. 
Gov. Fowlesent to Mrs. Davis 
th* following telegram: 
"North Carolina mourns with you the 
deqth of the most beloved son of the 
Booth.” 
He also issued a proclamation enjoining 
the people to attend memorial services at 
the hour of the funeral. 
A t the call of 
Mayor Thompson a mass meeting was 
held 
at 
the city 
hall, 
where 
ad­ 
dresses were made and resolutions adopted. 
All public buildings and many private 
residences are draped in mourning. 
Memorial M eeting a t B a ltim o re . 
B a ltim o re , Dec. 7.—The executive com­ 
mittee of the Confederate Army and Navy 
society have made arrangements for a 
memorial meeting in honor of jefferson 
Davis. 
The society will be represented a t 
the funeral, and send an American cross 
of black and yellow pansies.

ville is at half mast. 
C h a rle s to n , S. C., Dec, 
7 .—News oi 
ex-President Davis’ death was read with 
universal sorrow here. 
The Confederate 
home and public and private buildings 
were draped in mourning, and hundreds 
of flags were placed at half-past. 
Con­ 
federate survivors held a large memorial 
meeting last night, when addresses by 
prominent men were made. 
The mayor 
will issue a proclamation. 
No F lag a t H a lf M ast. 
W ashington, Dec. 7.—The death of 
Jefferson Davis is subject to much com­ 
ment both among the Southerners and 
Northerners here. 
Although he was ex­ 
secretary of war it is reported that the 
usual courtesy of placing the United States 
flag at half mast on that building and 
draping it thirty days will be omitted. 
Secretary Proctor says he will take no 
action, however, until officially notified of 
Mr. Davis’ death. 


D r. P ark a Says th e S k u ll Is Not F rac­ 
tu re d —Stanley a t Z anzibar. 
London, Dec. 7.—The foreign office has 
received a telegram from Zanzibar to the 
effect that Emin Pasha’s skull is not frac­ 
tured and th$t recovery is possible. 
This 
is probably the judgment of Dr. Park©, 
and his diagnosis that there is no fracture 
of the skull is no doubt the basis of the 
favorable opinion he has given. 
Stanley communicates to Mr. Burdett- 
Coutts by cable that the condition of Emin 
Pasha is in the greatest degree critical, 
and that the German navy surgeons who 
hava seen him declare that only twenty in 
a hundred of such cases ever recover, this 
percentage including all the cases of 
in the vigor of life. 
Emin’s age is not 
great, but his physical condition is not 
good. 
In addition to other bad symptoms 
the hemorrage from the ears continues, 
and this, though it prevents the immediate 
formation of a large clot in the brain, 
menaces life by loss of strength. 
He is 
lying in theGerman hospital atjBagamoyo. 
B e rlin , Dec. 7.—The news of the ac­ 
cident to Emin Pasha has raised a sensa­ 
tion. 
Emperor William was deeply pained 
when informed of the accident, and im­ 
mediately sent a dispatch asking that 
daily reports as to the condition of Emin 
be sent to him. 
Z a n z ib a r, Dec. 7.—Emin Pasha was 
unconscious ten hours, but was able to 
speak this morning. 
He hopes to reach 
here in ten days.

C hicago, Dec. 7.—In the Cronin case 
Attorney Foster spoke for his client John 
F. Beggs. 
Mr. Foster complained of the 
pjosecution hiring such able attorneys as 
Mills, Ingham and Hynes to prosecute the 
men on trial. 
He criticised Judge Longe- 
men Jnecker for asking assistance, especially the 
—* 'a id of Mr. Hynes. The speaker attempted 
to attack the character of Dr. Cronin, 
accusing him of being a dynamiter, but he 
was promptly stopped by Judge Longe- 
necker. 
“ Tho man is not here to defend himself,” 
said the State’s attorney, 
' ’and I’ll not 
allow anybody to attack him while I ’m 
around.” 
Judge McConnell said that there was no 
evidence in the case that Dr. Cronin was 
a dynamiter, End he stopped Mr. Foster 
from further talk on t g it line. 
‘‘Now, gentlemen, the actions of John 
F. Beggs from the beginning o| the trial 
down to the present time has been att 
open book before you. 
Where is the con­ 
cealment of a fact? Where is the objec­ 
tion to testimony? WThere is the exception 
to the ruling of the court? They called 
him before the coroner’s jury and be 
testified there for hours. 
He was exam­ 
ined by the coroner, and the coroner wa? 
prompted by my learned friend. 
They 
called him belore the grand jury and he 
was examined by the State’s attorney and 
his assistants. 
They rely upon his con­ 
viction in part to some letters. 
Where 
did they get the letters that passed be­ 
tween Senior Guardian Beggs and Edward 
Spelman, the district officer? 
Where did 
they receive the information that any such 
letters were in exisience? 
Why, from 
his own lips, under oath. 
Voluntarily 
and unsolicited he gave them the very 
evidence upon which they ask you to 
destroy his life. 
Mr. Beggs is a man of 
brains; he’s a man of intelligence; he is 
following the same profession that my 
friends and I have the honor to belong to, 
and of all thing? under Heaven that he 
would not have done if he had been guilty 
of any crime would be to voluntarily give 
to the States attorney that which would ring 
his death-knelL 
It is for that the gentle­ 
men asked the conviotion of John F. Beggs 
to-day. 
You are asked to take him out 
and strangle him to death by reason of 
the interpretation of those letters.” 
Mr. Foster explained why Beggs had 
spoken pf Dr. Cronin as he did, and con­ 
tinued: 
‘‘But did ho ever denounce Cronin? If 
you are going to hang him for that I may 
as well stop right here, and you gentlemen 
take him out within the narrow limits of 
the jail yard and strangle him? lf you 
are going to hang him for that, wo may 
as well stop this faros right here. 
* ‘But now there is a matter of associa­ 
tion with Martin B utko. 
It is shown by 
Colleran, the State’s witness, that he and 
Burke visited Beggs at his office three 
times, twice in January and once in Feb­ 
ruary. 
Colleran tells you that they were 
there to have Mr. Beggs use his influence 
in getting them reinstated to the positions 
they had lost. 
Not a word was said in re­ 
gard to Irish affairs. The very last Friday 
in 
January Mr. Beggs 
wvs 
elected 
senior guardian of camp 20. 
They ask 
you to suess his life away, that his elec­ 
tion was in furtherance of the gigantic 
conspiracy; 
Now let us see. 
Mr. Ford 
was senior guardian for four years, and 
he was re-elected last January. 
He re­ 
fused to accept and nominated John F. 
Beggs He was simply foolish enough to 
be induced by tho flattery of Mr. Ford to 
accept. 
If Beggs had gone to the theater 
with his wife on the night of Feb. 8, or if 
he had a toothache and was compelled to 
stay away from the meeting of Camp 20, 
he would be walking the streets unfree 
man to day.” 
When court adjourned Foster’s speech 
was still unfinished.

Neither showed any signs of 
fear.

were instantly dislocated. The gallows was 
constructed to hang five Indians at one 
time. but was readjusted for two, as tho 
other three committed suicide in their 
cells Wednesday night 
Na Con [Qui Say 
and two of those who committeed * suicide 
were convicted of the murder of William 
Diehl near San Pedro river in June, 1887. 
They came upon the victim at work in his 
field and shot him dead. 
Kah Dos Lab 
and tho other Indian who committed sui­ 
cide murdered William Jones near Dudley­ 
ville in September, 1888.

T he L ab o r M en J o in F orces W ith th e 
A g ricu ltu rists. 
S t. 
L ouis, 
Dec. 7.—This 
morning 
Messrs. Powderly, W right and Beaumont, 
representing the Knights of Labor, met 
the Demands committee of the Farmers’ 
and Laborers' union, and the basis of a 
federation between the farmers and the 
knights was agreed upon. 
The resolu­ 
tions upon which the farmers bad agreed 
were read over to the representatives of 
th* kights and with very slight modifica­ 
tions were accepted as satisfactory. Then 
it was agreed that the farmers should 
appoint a legislative committee of two, to 
act in conjunction with the Legislative 
committee of the Knights at Washington, 
to secure legislation in accordance with 
the views of both bodies. 
A committee on 
platform was agreed upon—upon land, 
money, transportation, reform, and an un­ 
derstanding arrived at by which each or­ 
ganization wili actively assist the other in 
•very way possible. 
The executive offi­ 
cers of the two organizations will form a 
central council to consult from time to 
tim* upon all matters of joint interest. 
The various farmers’ bodies have agreed 
upon a plan of consolidation which will, 
as soon as the necessary references can be 
had to the various State organizations, 
result in bringing about an absolute union 
in one body. 
It is probable that in time 
the Knights will also join tho farmers in 
actual union. 
In the meantime the leaders 
of both bodies are entirely satisfied with 
the practical 
federation now consum­ 
mated. 
The National Farmers’ Alliance has 
adopted a long series of resolutions favor­ 
ing woman suffrage; favoring the reserva­ 
tion of public lands for actual settlers; 
calling for the free coinage of gold and 
silyer; favoring the payment of the public 
debt as rapidly as possible; opposing bonds 
as the basis for loans; and reiterating the 
argument against the national banking 
system and in favor the greenback doc­ 
trine. 
Taxes on real estate mortgages and a 
graded income tax were demanded; the 
liquor traffic was opposed in all its forms; 
the Hennepin canal project was indorsed. 
The resolution on the tariff was as fol­ 
lows: 
“Resolved, That we favor such revision 
and reduction of the tariff that the taxes 
may rest as lightly as possible upon pro­ 
ductive labor, and that its burdens may 
be imposed upon the luxuries and removed 
from the necessaries of life, and in * man­ 
ner which will prevent the continued ac­ 
cumulations of the United States Treasury 
surplus.” 
The foregoing resolutions were then 
capped by one declaring that the mem hers 
of the convention would support no candi­ 
date who did not subscribe to the princi­ 
ples enumerated therein. 
The following officers of the Farmers 
and Laborers’ union were elected: 
Presi­ 
dent, L. L. Polk of North Carolina; vice­ 
president, D. H. Clover of Kansas; secre­ 
tary, J. H. Turner of Georgia; treasurer, 
William Hickman of Missouri; national 
lecturer, Benjamin Terrell of Texas (his 
fourth term). 


G reenw ald, th e T ailor, D ies on th e G al­ 
low s a t New Y ork. 
B rooklyn, N. Y. Dec. 7.—John Theodore 
Wild, alias Greenwald, who was twice 
convicted of the ifiurder of Lyman S. 
Weeks, was hanged at 7:26 o’clock F ri­ 
day morning. 
His neck was broken and 
he was pronounced dead in ten minutes. 
It was expected that Greenwald would 
say something at the gallows, but he re­ 
mained silent. 
He walked with a firm 
step. 
Joe Atkinson managed the execu­ 
tion with his usual skill. 
It is the last 
execution but one which he will be called 
upon to perform in Brooklyn. 
His next 
victim will be Jockey Stone, who shot a 
bartender. 
Greenwald kissed the crucifix which 
Father O’Hara held to his lips as he stood 
under the gallows, and immediately there­ 
after Atkinson drew down the black cap. 
Greenwald has declared that he was in­ 
nocent. 
He wished this inscription placed 
on his toombstone: 
“Murdered Doc, 5, 
1889.” 
He made a will, declaring his in­ 
nocence and bequeathing his effects to Mrs. 
Bingham, the female detective. 
John Theodore Wild was a tailor, and 
became a member of a desperate gang of 
New York crooks. At midnight on March 
15, 1887, the gang entered Weeks’ house. 
Mrs. Weeks heard noises below and her 
husband went down stairs to investigate. 
The wife heard the sound of a straggle, 
and, looking out of a window, saw a 
burglar running away. 
Mr. Weeks was 
found shot through the heart. 


A Committee Investigating the Account* 
of C ashier L oedom . 
W ashington, Dec. 7.—The special com­ 
mittee charged with investigating tho ac­ 
counts of the office of the sergeant-at- 
arms met in the room of the House com­ 
mittee on public lands at 19:30 this morn­ 
ing. 
After formally organizing, the commit­ 
tee went into secret session in order to 
map out the plan of ! procedure. 
At tho 
end of half an hour word was sent to Mr. 
Leedom that the 'committee desired his 
presence. 
Mr. Leedom, accompanied by 
ex-Congressman Phil Thompson, whom he 
has retained as counsel, [responded to tho 
summons, but Mr. Thompson was denied 
admission.

A HOPEFUL S IG N OF TILE T IM E S a 
It was Profess Dr Swing who said rn a 
recent sermon that “this conc try is mak­ 
ing a new Catholicism as truly as it is 
making a new kind of C a l v i n i s m and 
that "it needs one a* mach as it does the 
other.” In the sermon ne snows how 
the citizen becomes a thinker, and how 
human progress has kept onward, and 
the difference between the old 'days and 
the new, is thus stated: 
The period that burned Brnno has 
passed away. And it must be remem­ 
bered that the times that burned Bruno 
were not Bornan Catholic times only, 
but they were aho Protestant days, and 
that Bruno would not have been slam at 
Borne if Servetns had not been burned 
at Geneva fifty years befire Borne slew 
the man who did not believe in converts 
and monssteries. 
Calvin condemned 
Set vetue for not believing that Christ 
was the creator of the universe. Thus 
all through those black centuries the Bo- 
manists did nothing that was su i generis, 
but only that which the Protestants did 
or came vary near doing. 
Ex President of Cornell University, 
Dr. White, has recently published the 
history of the attitude of the old church 
toward witches and “ possession” by evil 
spirits. If one party was rn this matter 
more horrible than the other it was the 
Protestant party. But the infamy stands 
rather equitably divided, and priest aud 
preacher, Roman and Protestant city 
stand 
side 
by 
side 
in putting 
to 
death 
persons 
who 
eeemed 
possessed of an evil spirit. 
When a good 
Bornan Bishop, Miron, expressed his 
opinion that there was no such thing as 
a witch, his own monks and olergy met 
ani declared their bishop to be godless. 
The murders of 
Bervetus and Bruno 
were only ordinary events in those times 
and they were made suoh by the uuan - 
imity cf Protestant and Bornan opinion. 
One of the great leaders of the new 
spirit of the Catholic church in this 
country is Cardinal Gibbons. He stands 
for all that there i3 progressive in Amer­ 
ican Catholicism. 
He is a happy Bina­ 
tion of the scriptural saying that the 
humble shall be exalted. He was born 
of humble parents, and in early life was 
a poor grocer’s errand boy, bul now he is 
the prince vt a great church, “in whose 
pneence the proudest Bornan nobles mnst 
stand in respectful reverence.” 
This 
great divine is doing much for American 
Catholicism and human progress. 
He 
is the greatest Catholic mind on this 
continent, lie is so great that when this 
man was only a bishop, and was called 
to a universal council at Borne to vote 
whether the pope should be deemed in­ 
fallible, 
he at 
the 
earlyj age 
of 
35 
years, “ possessed the American 
wisdom and oonrage that coaid send in 
a negative vote. And that negative vote 
was cast before the Pope had been de­ 
throned by Victor Emmanuel. 
Bishop 
Gibbons voted No because he lived in a 
land that knew there was no infallibility 
open earth.” 
Bishop Gibbons’ wisdom and courage 
marched onward, and to use the lan­ 
guage of Professor Swing— 
In tyie twenty years that have passed 
by since, the bishop has become a car­ 
dinal, but the higher office has not made 
him pass back to the rasonmgs and cru­ 
elties of the old church, for in a recent 
volume the cardinal says: “I abhor and 
denounce every species of persecution of 
which the Spanish Inquisition may have 
been guilty.” And regarding the massa­ 
cre of St. Bartholomew he sa, s : “I have 
no wolds strong enongu to express my 
detestation of that inhuman slaughter.” 
It is a hopeful sign of the times when 
so great a church prince as Cardinal 
Gibbons will take this advance grounds 
and firmly hold it. It is no lees a hope­ 
ful sign of the times when so great a 
theologian as Lyman Abbott, full of the 
spirit and of grace, has the wisdom and 
oonrage to preach a theology that is in 
harmony with the progress of christian 
Divination, and wfcich does not partake 
of the spirit of the old protestantism. 


A GOLD GOOD-BYE. 
The defalcation of Mr. Silcott, cashier 
for the sergeant-at-arms of the house of 
representatives, is rather a chilling good 
bye of the democratic authority of that 
body. But it is one of these misfortunes 
that will happen in the best regulated 
bodies and corporations, and therefore 
the democratic majority cannot be held 
responsible, although Silcott was a man 
of their ohoioe(*or rather of Mr. Lee- 
dom’s choosing, in whom he had implic­ 
it confidence. 
The democratic members deeply re­ 
gret, of coarse, that one of their em­ 
ployes should make a bad ending of their 
control of the house of representatives. It 
is a sore scandal, indeed, on their party, 
but in this ease, as in all other such 
oases, the republicans are magnanimous 
enough to bold no grudge or bitter feel­ 
ing against the departing democrats 
majority.

The company w ill proceed to establish a 
bank in the city of New York, with 
branches in the following foreign cities: 
London, 
Paris, Rome, Berlin, Hamburg, 
Vienna, St. 
Petersburg, 
Barcelona, and 
Havana. 
In the United States branches 
will be located a t Chicago, St. Louis, 
Omaha, Topeka, San Francisco, and other 
places.

At many of the fairs stalls are charged 
for as follows: Box stalls, $2 each; open 
and cattle stalls, 50 cents each; sheep 
and pig pens, 25 cents each.

ning of fair. Another improvement would 
be a separate entrance gate for helpers 
and employes or the fair.

be done at a small expense, and would 
result in cutting down the helpers* tick* 
eta at least one-third • 
Another thing, 
some definite rule should be made in re­ 
gard lo helper’s tickets. 
At oar past 
fairs, as high as fifteen helpers’ tickets 
have been given to one person.
